There have been few improvements to the 
monastry grounds since 1931 when the main build¬ 
ings was established under the hand of William 
Schiltz of Sierra Madre, architect and builder. He 
was responsible for the stations of the Cross, also. 
He was the father of Marie Wartel, former Sierra 
Madre city clerk. 

Father Benedict Olson is today’s rector fol¬ 
lowing in the footsteps of several early leaders, 
beginning with Rev. Fr. Edwin Ronan, 1932-1935. 

Father Edmund Walsh, C.P., was the first 
retreat director in 1932-34. Father Steve Mudd is 
the present director of the retreat house. Mudd is 
also chaplain of the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Dept. 

Walsh was in charge of construction of the first 
monastery-retreat house structure, and the establish- 
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Sierra Madre with Pasadena second with 26Vo. 
Eighty-five percent of the responding parents were 
married and 12% were divorced. Of these parents, 
43% had children under 18 years and 56% had 
two-parent households. Of the one-parent house¬ 
holds, 82% of the parents were employed out¬ 
side the home.

It is obvious that the Parks and Recreation 
Commission has its work cut out if the members 
plan to interest the city in becoming more res¬ 
ponsible for children who are left alone for awhile 
each day because their parents are working outside 
of the home.

Eariy-day ‘bam raising’ 


Many of us have read about “barn raisings” of 
earlier days in the Midwest and in the West. Will 
and Beth Leeper, son-in-law and daughter of the 
Earl Kareliuses of Upper Hastings Ranch, actually 
did it. 

The Leepers live in a large farm house located 
on seven acres of forest land near Castle Rock, 
Wash. Before moving up north in April, 1980, 
they were Monrovians. 

Recently, the Kareliuses returned from a visit 
up north and brought an interesting story of an 
old-fashioned barn raising — along with photos — 
with them. 

“With the overwhelming popularity of easy-to- 
prepare frozen dinners, prepared cakes and cookie 
mixes, prefabricated homes, office buildings and 
barns, making or constructing anything from 
scratch is almost a lost art,” Karelius says. “In¬ 
stead of ordering a prefabricated barn or the re¬ 
quired lumber from the nearest lumber yard. Bill 
borrowed a small portable sawmill and ripped and cut 
to size enough timber. The timber had been pre¬ 
viously cut on his land and dragged by truck to 
the construction site.” 

Pat, Peter and Brian, Leeper’s two sons, and 
his stepson, assisted Bill in ripping and cutting 
the timber and in constructing the barn. In the pro¬ 
cess, Karelius notes, they got a first-hand taste of 
what pioneer life must have been like. 

Karelius adds, “The only store-bought items 
used were the nails, hinges, windows, shingles and 
the wiring.” __

The retreat center has survived two orusn iires, 
one in the early ’50s and one in the ’70s. 

“It’s there. People use it. Nobody really knows 
about it.

This is the place for 
everybody but we have a serious evening van¬ 
dalism problem,’’ Kinney reports, pointing out 
as an example the carving on the leaves of a rare 
variety of cactus found on monastery grounds.

On to Mono Bay

north, Interstate 5 is the t 
newest, longest and fast¬ 
est, providing a golden ^ 
speedway for some 800 * 

miles, from Mexico to ' 
Oregon. | 

Leaving Los Angeles 
northward, the route 
over the Tehachapis, a- 
long the once-infamous 
Grapevine, offers Magic 
Mountain, Gorman, 
with its approach of in¬ 
comparable velvet hills 
on one hand and RV 
park on the other; the 
summit and sloping pla¬ 
teau with Frazier Park 
and historic Fort Tejon, 
and then the roller-coast¬ 
er plunge into the great 
San Joaquin Valley be¬ 
low. Truck escape ramps 
still testify to the haz¬ 
ards of the sleep des¬ 
cent. 

The 235-mile stretch 
along the eastern edge of 
the San Joaquin offers 
no cities, but affords a 
seemingly endless pano¬ 
rama of farmland and 
orchards, which can be 
glorious when decked 
out in their spring finery. 

Before the advent of 
1-5, the land here^ was 
dry and barren and early 
on, the traveler gassed 
up at every station since 
the next one was close 
to a tankful away. 

Now northern Califor¬ 
nia water has brought 
the beauty of green 
growing things to adorn 
the landscape. Even rice 
paddies have sprouted in 
the southernmost por¬ 
tion (and they blame 
southern California for 
taking all their water). 

Classic views of the 
San Andreas faultline 


appear periodically a- 
long the way to remind 
you that our state is on 
the move — in both di¬ 
rections — and it all 
comes together (or apart) 
right here. 

We toured the devas¬ 
tation wrought in Coa- 
linga several years ago 
when friends there lost 
their home to the temb¬ 
lor. 


Further to the south 
we witnessed more proof 
of the San Andreas’ 
awesome power when, 
returning from the Bay 
area in 1971, we spent an 
eternity nervously inch¬ 
ing our way in jittery 
traffic under the remains 
of the overpass to Palm¬ 
dale, where horrible 
chunks of concrete, lar¬ 
ger than trucks, dangled 
from the jagged ends of 
what the San Fernando 
quake had left as a ghast¬ 
ly monument to its fury. 

In the fall and winter 
1-5 can present other ad¬ 
ventures for the traveler. 
Wicked tule fogs beset 
the route periodically, 
reducing the visibility to 
near-zero. 

Once a memorable 
couple of cotton-mouth¬ 
ed hours were spent 
creeping along at dusk, 
all but totally blind. 
Finding a motel to hole 
up for the night was a 
nightmare, including 
groping about in an or¬ 
chard for half an hour 
trying to reach the motel 
which was below the 
freeway via a circuitous 
ramp. 

Another hazard in late 
summer and fall is af¬ 
forded by dust storms in 
the southern portion 
: where plowed farmlands 
give up their rich soil to 
the winds and obscure 
: the view as effectively as 
: the tule fog. We have 


been escorted through 
30-mile stretches by 
highway patrol cars, 
creeping along at a snail’s 
pace. The Sahara, at 
these times, can no more 
than equal 1-5. Blind is 
blind. 

Numerous cut-offs 
traverse the coast range 
from 1-5, offering many 
fascinating side trips into 
the Temblors and Diab- 
los and small clusters of 
restaurants, gas stations 
and motels now dot the 
once-desolate route, 
making food, fuel and 
lodging a matter of plea¬ 
sant choice rather than 
dire necessity. 


Toward the northerly 
end, another point of 
interest is afforded by 
one of the stale’s lar¬ 
gest cattle-holding pens, 
which adjoins the free¬ 
way announcing itself 
for miles ahead and lin¬ 
gering on for miles af¬ 
terwards with pungent 
aroma. Here, hundreds 
of thousands of cattle 
placidly await their fate. 

We are almost always 
headed for the bay area 
and turn west at the 
junction to Stockton, 
Sacramento and points 
north. Space necessitates 
exploring both the north¬ 
ern reaches of 1-5 to the 
Oregon border and the 
southern portion, from 
Los Angeles to Tijua¬ 
na in separate articles. 

1-5 was built for those 
in a hurry, but for those 
wishing a more leisurely 
view, the slower lanes are 
always available and the 
route presents a wealth 
of rural scenery, and at 
times, high adventure as 
well as access to fasci¬ 
nating and beautiful 
coastal mountain by¬ 
ways.

The News continues its serial of travel articles 
entitled “See California” with this piece on Morro 

Bay. Ed. . 

Oft fog-shrouded, brooding Morro Bay, north¬ 
east of San Louis Obispo on the coast, strikes 
some as a depressing and dismal sort of place, but 
it holds for us a special kind of enchantment 
an elemental reaffirmation of the shadowy side of 
Mother Nature — soothing and restful after brilliant 

sunshine. 

Dominated by huge and lowering Morro Rock, 
the baylet serves as a low-tide haven for millions 
of sea birds who stalk, paddle and soar above its 
daily treasury of nourishment — herons, cranes, 
curlews, ducks and hundreds of others we, as neo¬ 
phytes. can appreciate, but not identify. 

We stay at the Golden 1 ee, a golfers’ paradise, 
and spend our time there strolling through majestic 
eucaluptus groves, where many of the sea birds 
come to roost, or plying the rock-strewn narrow 
beach, looking for prizes of irridescent abalone 
shells among thousands of discards, or sampling 
delectible sea food in the superior eateries in town. 

These bucolic adventures are interspersed with 
bird-watching as the feathered hoards venture out 
into the receding waters each day to catch their 
fill, or just drinking in the shimmering scene of 
sky, water and approaching fog banks as they 
. tip-toe in on “little cat’s feel.” \ 

Within a 130-mile radius of this restful refuge 
are no less than 10 of the old missions: San 
Miguel, San Antonio, Soledad, Carmel and San 
Juan Bautista to the north, and San Louis Obis¬ 
po, La Purisima, Santa Ines, Santa Barbara and 
San Buenaventura to the south. 

San Simeon and Hearst Castle are located some 
30 miles up the coast and beautiful Big Sur, Car¬ 
mel Valley and Monterey another couple of hours’

drive north along Highway 1. 

Points of interest to the south include Pismo 
Beach and its famous clams, Santa Maria, Lompoc, 
Vandenburg, Buellton, home of split-pea soup, 
and Solvang. 

Morro Bay has a magical effect on soul ^d 
spirit, banishing all the anxieties and frets, putting 
one somehow back in tune with God’s universe. 

It has its darker, even violent side, as have 
most idyllic places. The configuration of the sand 
bar, juxtaposed with Morro Rock, provides the clas¬ 
sic ingredients of the deadly tidal bore and, upon 
occasion, unwary boats have been capsized trying to 
run the narrows, with tragic results. 

We have never witnessed the wild waves, the 
brutal storms or the awful tragedies, and so, Morro 
Bay remains for us a lovely hideaway from the 
hectic pace our civilization has set for us — a 
place to savor the quiet side and sit in the shade 
a piece, watching and listening as the abiding rhythm 
of nature underscores the symphony of life. — J.M.
